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To  Joseph  K.  Toole,  Governor  of  tlie  State  of  Montana : 

Sir: — In  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Consti^u 
tion  and  PaTagraph  13  of  Section  3801  of  the  Political  Code, 
the  State  Board  of  Equalization  of  Montana  have  the  hono^' 
to  submit  their  Fourteenth  Annual  Report. 
.  On  the  20th  day  of  July,  1903,  in  compliance  with  the 
pro^dsions  of  Section  3738  of  the  Political  Code,  the  Board 
met  in  session  for  the  purjDose  of  assessing  railroads  and 
for  the  transaction  of  such  other  business  as  might  be  prop- 
erly considered.  - 

On  July  24th^  with  a  full  Board  present,  a  motion  was 
made  by  the  Hon.  J.  11.  Calderhead  that  the  Board  proceed 
to  the  assessment  of  railroads.    Motion  carried. 

At  this  time  the  Hon.  J.  K.  Toole,  President  of  the  Board, 
made  the  following  recommendation : 
To  the  State  Board  of  Equalization : 

A  review  of  the  various  assessment  rolls  of  the  state  show 
clearlj^,  that  upon  the  whole  a  better  assessment  of  property 
has  been  made  this  year  than  last. 

In  my  opinion  the  railroads  have  not  heretofore  been, 
assessed  in  proportion  to  other  iDroperty. 

The  assessment  of  railroads  a  year  ago,  as  you  will  recall, 
did  not  reflect  the  unanimous  opinion  of  the  Board,  nor  did 
it  reflect  the  individual  opinioins  of  those  constituting  a 
majority  of  the  Board,  but  was  the  result  of  a  compromise 
after  much  discussion  and  consideration. 

A^^itli  the  vicAv  of  increasing  the  assessment  of  the  rail- 
roads from  time  to  time  to  an  amount  approximating  their 
value,  I  have  the  honor  to  recommend  a  horizontal  increase 
of  10  per  cent,  upon  all  railroad  property  in  this  State, 
under  the  jurisdiction  of  this  Board;  except  the  Big  Hoi^n 
Southern,  the  Elkhorn  branch  of  the  Northern  Pacific,  the 
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Montana  Railroad  and  the  Chicago,  Bnrlington  &  Quincy. 

The  Big  Horn  Southern  in  tliis  State,  being  entirely  on 
the  CroAV  Reseryation,  and  having  little  or  no  local  traffic, 
while  the  Elkliorn  branch  of  the  Northern  Pacific  and  the 
Montana  Railroad  and  the  Chicago,  Burlington  &  Quincy 
business  on  March  1st,  in  my  opinion,  do  not  justify  an 
increase;  and  the  assessment  should  remain  the  same  as 
last  year. 

Except,  also,  the  folloAving  roads,  which  I  recommend 
be  increased  as  follows : 

The  Montana  Sc  Great  Northern  Railroad,  60  per  cent.,  " 
or  |4,000  p^r  mile.  This  road  represents  the  Jennings 
branch,  which  was  last  year  incomplete,  and  the  Great  1\\11h 
&  Canada,  which  was  last  year  a  narrow  gauge,  but  whicJi 
has  been  clianged  to  a  broad  gauge,  both  of  which  are  noAv 
operated  as  the  jMontana  &  Great  Northern. 

I  further  recommend  that  the  increase  herein  naiiieil  be 
made  upon  each  item  constituting  the  property  of  such 
railroads  required  by  laAV  to  be  assessed  by  the  State  Boai'd 
of  Equalization.  J.  K.  TOOLE,  Governor, 

and  Chairman  of  the  State  Board  of  Equalization. 

Moved  by  Barret  that  the  recommendations  of  the  Gover- 
nor, just  read,  be  adopted.    Carried  unanimously. 

The  Board  then  proceeded  to  fix  the  valuation  of  the  rail- 
roads; within  the  State  of  ^Montana,  as  follows:

On  the  IStli  clay  of  July,  1904,  the  State  Board  of  Equali- 
zation met  in  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  3738 
of  the  Political  Code,  for  the  purpose  of  assessing  railroads 
and  for  the  equalizing  of  assessments  in  compliance  with  the 
law.
